Bob Kelley |
Of Rams

Succumbs

Bob Kelley, 49, famed
sportscaster who specialized
in handling of football games
for the Los Angeles Rams,
died Friday at St. Joseph's
Hospital in Burbank.

A heart ailment restricted
Kelley's broadcasting in re-
cent years. It was while
handling a preseason Ram
game this year that his ca-
reer was permanently inter-
rupted because of his health.
Kelley was rushed to the hos-
pital Aug. 30 and was in a|
coma until his death.

For 20 years Kelley had a
daily sports commentary on
KMPC and in May resumed
the program at KRKD. His
radio and television descrip-
tion of professional football
was regarded a rare talent.

Kelley came to Los Angeles|
in 1946 when Ram Owner
